1 
Spanishtown (Halfmoon Bay), Septem ­ 
ber 27th.—Tha ship Aliee Buck, about six 
months ont from New York, loaded w ith 
railroad iron, struck on Horace Rock, two 
miles below here, at ten minutes past 12 
o’clock this morning, aud is now a total 
wreck, strew n in fragments along the shore 
for a distance of a miie, and ten cf the 
tw enty-four men on board are drowned. The 
following is 
ONT. OF THE STORIES OF THE WRECK, 
Toid by a survivor: The ship had been leak­ 
ing for two daya, and the Captain signaled 
for a tug, evidently intending to put in a t San 
Francisco for repairs, although bound for 
Portland with railroad iron for the N orth 
Pacific Railroad. 
On M onday we spoke the 
steam er Octanic, from whom we got tbecouree 
to San Francisco. A t 4 o’clock M onday aftt r- 
noon Captain Herm an Henningser thought he 
was southwest of tbe Farallones about fifty 
miles, and steered northeast. 
Shortly after 
m idnight the sky became clear and starry, 
w ith a pretty good sea running. 
W e struck 
with terrible force and an awful crash on the 
rock?, not over 1,500 feet from a high bluff. 
The two mates and part of the crew were 
instantly panic-stricken and jum ped from the 
ship into the waves. 
T hat is the last we saw 
of them . 
The Captain and the rest of us 
provided oureelTes with life preservers, and 
only left the ship when there was not enough 
cf her faet-breakiug hull to stick to. 
Some 
reached the shore, assisted by people on tha 
bluffs, and the rest were picked up by the 
steam er Salinas. 
RESPONSE TO CRIES FOR HELP. 
A rancher named A. C. M arkm an, whose 
[dace is near the bluffs below which the 
wreck occurred, while milking cows this 
morning, heard w ild cries beyond the bluff. 
He ran to the edge of the bluff, and was horri­ 
fied to see in the surf several bodies, some 
lifeless and others calling wildly for help, and 
beyond them a dism antled wreck. 
H e had 
no means at hand to render assistance, so 
mounting a horse, he rode as fast as possible 
to Spanishtown and gave the alarm to the 
citizens, and then rode on to Ames port Land­ 
ing. thr u miles north of here, where tho 
Pacific coast steamship ¡Salinas was loading 
with grain. 
Captain Sm ith, of tha Salinas, 
immediately steamed out for the scene of the 
wrsck, and Justice Pringle, Jam es W iley and 
other citizens drove from here to the bluff. 
DESrERATE STRUGGLES FOR UFE. 
The people on the bluff, which is about 100 
feet high, lowered ropes, by means of which 
six livei were saved. 
Tne firet line lowered 
was not Leavy 
enough to raise a man with, hut wa? caught 
and held in the teeth of one Bailor, w ho held 
on desperately until a stronger line wan se­ 
cured. 
One sr.ilor was seen battling in the euif 
amidst drifting debris, attem pting to save a 
boy, George Parker, but a heavy wave tkraw 
a piece of tim ber against the boy and 
knocked 
him 
from 
tha sailor’s 
arms. 
The boy was not seen again. 
Another sailor managed to reach the Dar- 
row slip of beach a t the foot of the cliff, and 
after recovering breath struck ont into the 
waves again anil brought safely to land an­ 
other shipmate. 
H e again bravely struck 
out, and succeeded in rescuing another sink­ 
ing sailor, but a third attem pt proved fatal to 
tbe gallant fellow’, for he sank beneath tha 
water, aud was seen no more. 
A STEAMER TO THE RESCUE. 
W hile these efforts were being made from 
shore, the Salinas approached and a=HÍsted 'n 
the work of saving the sailors. 
A beat was 
lowered, and after desperate and dangerous 
work seven men were picked up out of the 
water and taken to the steamer. 
Seeing no 
further opportunity of rendering assistance, 
the steam er started back 
for A m esport 
Lauding. 
George W ymans, on the lookout from the 
bluff, discovered another man showing faint 
signs of life in the debris near the wreck. 
W ymans took off his coat and waved it over 
his head as a signal to the steamer. 
The sig­ 
nal was fortunately seen, and the steam er 
l u t back towards tho spot indicated by 
W ym ats. 
A boat was again lowered, aud 
the man, who proved to be Captain Hen- 
ningser, was picked up and taken aboard. 
He had been in the water nine hours, sup­ 
ported by two life-preservers, and in addition 
to being, very much exhausted, had received 
severe contusions from floating pieces of the 
wreck. 
The steam er then returned to Ames­ 
port Landing, to which piece the sailors re°- 
ctied on the beach were also taken. 
A fter 
being supplied with clothes by citizens, the 
steamer finidied loading, and about 4 o’clock 
this afternoon, with all of tha rescued men on 
board, left for Sau F ran c'sco. 
EFFORTS TO RECOVER THE BODIES—NAMES CP 
THE LOST. 
A great m any people left here this after­ 
noon for the bluff above the w.cck, and at­ 
tem pted to bring ashore th - bodies which 
could be seen dushed i.b ut with the broken 
timbers in the surf. 
The rcc;< ing tide took 
the bodies out cf reach cf the rude appliances 
the men bad to work with, and only one body, 
washed ashore some distance below the wreck 
about sundown, h is yet beer recovered. The 
search will be coutiuued in tbe morning. 
The following were le s t: W m. Barry W est, 
m a te ; D . Crocker, second inafe; George 
Parker, a boy r.f 11; David Black, Chari, a 
Reader, P atrick W elsh and John Mouriss, 
seamen, and two Chinamen—cook and stew­ 
ard. 
ADDITIONAL INCIDENTS. 
W hen the son set th :s evening only a 
ragged line of ribs could be seeu above the 
water. 
The Lull, w hich is held down by the 
iron cargo, is breaking up. 
The rocky char­ 
acter of the shore line, aud the high sea run­ 
ning when tire ship struck, combined, actu­ 
ally grouud and splintered everything above 
the w ater line, so th at nothing of the ship 
larger than a barrel is adrift. 
Among the recovered articles was a trunk 
full of costly female wearing apparel, some 
of which was marked Mrs. A. C. Dunbar. 
Oae of the Bailors said the trunk was in 
charge of the lost boy. 
Justice Pringle brought the recovered body 
to Spanishtown, and it now lits in tha 
Morgue. 
A belt with a knife attached and 
boots were the only articles on t b o d y , and 
none of the -a gave any clue to bis identity. 
Due of the rescued sailors—Sidney Sm ith— 
who kept the ship’s log, is reported as having 
said th at in his opinion the Captain and 
mates ran the vessel &?hore, knowing -he was 
in an nnnafe condition and would go to 
piec??. 
The two m ates were the first to leava 
the ?hip. 
Tbe Alice Buck was owned by R . W . Buck. 
President of the American Seaman’s Friend 
Society of New York.

f.N INEXPLICABLE SILENCE. 


UonaiJcrablc comment has been exhib­ 
ited by the mysterious silence of tho Ger­ 
man Government in regard to the death of 
President Garfield. 
So far as we have 
observed no messages of condolence or 
regret have been received from Berlin, and 
th at capital waa almost alone in Europe in 
refraining from the display of any tokens 
of mourning. 
N u adequate explanation of 
this strange neglect has been offered. 
It 
tppears to have puzzled the American Ger­ 
mans quite as much a3 anyone else. 
There 
are certainly no reasons why the Emperor 
of Germany should have withheld his 
sym pathy on this occasion. 
The relations 
between Germany and the United States 
have always been of the most friendly 
character. 
When the Emperor William 
was shot at and wounded our Government 
hastened to express its regret and its abhor­ 
rence of the crime, and the American press 
joined with th at of Germany in denouncing 
the assassination. 
But neither Bismarck 
nor his Imperial master appear to have 
manifested the least interest in the death 
of President Garfield, and everybody is 
asking why this is so, and w hat can have 
occurred to estrange from us a Government 
which has always experienced the most 
friendly treatm ent at our hands. 
The case 
is of course the more marked because of 
the emphatic aud widespread demonstra­ 
tions of sympathy made by nearly all the 
other European Governments and people1-, 


THE STAR ROUTE CASES. 


It is reported that President Arthur has 
expressed a determination to push forward 
the star route cases, as being aware that 
his 
predecessor had these prosecutions 
greatly at heart. 
It is to be hoped that 
this report is true, the more particularly 
since the star route people have recently 
been exhibiting a new access of impudent 
confidence, and since they have not hesi­ 
tated to tell reporters that they have no 
apprehensions, and that in effect the Gov­ 
ernment dare not push them to the wall. 
One of these person? told a reporter of the 
Sun the other day tkat he supposed they 
might be indicted, but tbat the matter 
would never get any further. 
When men 
who are charged With wholesale robbery 
take this tone, the Government must 
either prosecute them to the uttermost, or 
it mu3t plead guilty to the accusation of 
being their accomplice. 
The star route 
people have throughout manifested a belief 
tbat there were too many Government 
officials involved ia their swindles, for 
them to be pursued seriously. 
If they are 
allowed to escape this is undoubtedly the 
view which the public will take of the 
affair, and neither the Government nor the 
party which is responsible for the Govern­ 
ment can afford to let such a belief become 
general. 


THE 
DYNAMITE 
EXPLOSION. 


A carload of dynamite exploded mys­ 
teriously at Council Bluffs the other day 
and wrecked the llock Island Railroad 
round-house, at the same time destroying 
fifty loaded freight cars, and making a 
cha-mi ir. the earth twenty-five feet deep 
aud fifty feet wide. 
The dynamite was 
consigned to a man at Denver, and had 
been billed as common blasting powder. 
The Union Pacific, however, had refused to 
carry it, and it had been taken back to the 
Rock Island track, where it exploded. 
It 
is to be hoped that the shippers of this 
mo3t dangerous explosive will be discov­ 
ered aud prosecuted. 
It happens tbat no 
lives were lost by tbs explosion, though 
the destruction of property is said to 
amount to several hundred thousand dol­ 
lars ; but of course the shippers took all 
the chances of an explosion in a crowded 
depot, and they might just as easily have 
been the cause of the death of five hundred 
persons as of the destruction of the round­ 
house. 
No snch quantities of high explo­ 
sives ought ever to be carried on a railroad, 
and stringent provisions should be adopted 
to prevent the shipment of such matters 
under false designations. 


We publieh elsewhere the decision of 
the Supreme Court declaring the Drainage 
Act unconstitutional. The leading opinion 
is by Justice M cKee, Justice Morrison con­ 
curring. 
The other Justices hold the Act 
to bo unconstitutional on different grounds 
from those taken by Judge McKee, and 
Justice Sbarpstein alone dissents. 
The 
principal grounds of objection to the Act 
are that it provides for other purposes than 
those which are specified in the title, and 
that it establishes double taxation, and del­ 
egates unconstitutional powers to local 
boards. 
We do not consider it necessary 
te discuss the arguments of the Court, 
since its decision is final, and the invalidity 
of the Act will have to be accepted. 
We 
regret this decision, because it appears to 
put an end to all hope of adjusting the dif­ 
ficulties between the miners and the farm­ 
ers in any other way than by litigation, 
and oecau3e also it abolishes the only 
means which existed for dealing with the 
debris already in the rivers, and which 
cannot be touched by any processes of the 
Courts. 
We have believed from the first 
that if the Drainage Act was allowed to 
stand, and was faithfully administered, 
the problem before the people ccnld have 
been solved in such a way as to secure full 
and lasting protection to the agricultural 
interest, without necessitating the aban­ 
donment of hydraulic mining. 
Wo have, 
however, fully recognized the absolute ne­ 
cessity of protecting the farming lands 
from the flow of debris, and since the ac­ 
tion of the Supreme Court renders the 
measures which we believed to be the best, 
no longer practicable, nothing remains but 
a settlement of the question in issue by the 
Courts, as speedily as possible. 
Since it is now evident that litigation is 
the only method available for determining 
the controversy, the R e c o r d -U n io n will 
support that recourse, and will urge the 
prompt adjudication of the issue. Andnow 
that the Drainage Act is no longer a factor 
ia the case it becomes necessary to insist 
upon a thoroughly rational and economical 
cc-urse in regard to litigation. 
Thus far 
the action taken in the Courts has been 
very obviously governed by the desire of 
lawyers to enrich themselves, instead of by 
a disinterested concern for the public wel­ 
fare. 
In fact it has been n.ade apparent 
that a speedy decision was the very last 
thing desired. 
Efforts have been made to 
involve as many counties and municipal­ 
ities as possible in the contest, and it has 
been perfectly clear for some time past that 
there was an intention to stave off a decision 
in every possible way until the hunt for 
fresh clienta had been completed. 
Now it 
ii necessary 
to 
point 
out to 
those 
who have been persuaded of tho supreme 
virtue of injunctions and legal delays, that 
there are two sides to that matter. 
It 
might be a good tiling to secure injunctions 
on all the mines, aud then delay the settle­ 
ment of the cases, if there was a certainty 
that the final decision would be in favor of 
the plaintiffs. 
But as no such certainty 
exists, it must be clearly understood that 
whoever obtain in junctions upon mines 
render themselves liable to heavy damages 
in the event of the failure of the suits ; 
and the more numerous the injunctions, 
the greater will the risk be in thi3 connec­ 
tion. 
Every county and municipality tb at be­ 
comes a party to these suits, therefore, is 
made liable for whatever damages the de­ 
fendants may claim should the decision be 
favorable to them : and the longer the 
settlement is delayed the heavier will those 
damages be. Thi3 is a consideration which 
cannot be neglected by the farmers or by 
the citizens o! Sacramento, and it shows 
the necessity of pressing the suits already 
instituted as rapidly a3 possible. 
The 
danger of delay, in fact, is far too serious 
to be deliberately encountered, and those 
who counsel it either fail to comprehend 
the situation or are iDllueneed by selfish 
motives. 
In the next place it is necessary 
that the most economical course should 
be adopted. 
It has been made abundantly 
evident th at the methods of Mr. Cad- 
walader are not calculated to save the 
public needless expense. 
On 
the con­ 
trary, he has sought to multiply litigation 
as greatly as possible. 
W hat is required 
now is the adoption of a programme which 
will secure the speedy determination of 
the controversy as cheaply as possible. 
W e believe th at no difficulty would be 
experienced in making up an agreed case 
for submission to the Supreme Court, and 
th at the wholo question might be adjudi­ 
cated without any delay. 
Tho interest of 
the miners must render them favorable 
to such a plan, and, as we have already 
shown, the interest of th9 valley residents 
Í3 equally enlisted on the aide of a prompt 
settlement. 
This subject must not bo viewed from 
the standpoint of the lawyers who only 
seek to secure as many and as large fees as 
possible. 
The publio have a right to de­ 
mand that their pockets shall be consulted 
in whatever arrangements are made. There 
is no need for a multiplicity of suits. One 
suit may be made to settle tho whole busi­ 
ness, and at a very moderate cost. 
The 
policy of delay is not in the interest of 
the people of this valley at all. 
It is a dan­ 
gerous, and may prove a ruinously costly 
piolicy. 
There is no question that the 
interests of Sacramento in the matter can 
be attended to for one fourth of tho sum 
which the majority of tho Board of Super­ 
visors have been trying to give away. And 
it is further apparent that the only way to 
put an end to the ill feeling which has 
grown out of this controversy is to obtain 
a judicial decision as quickly as possible. 
Sacramento certainly has the strongest rea­ 
son for favoring this course, and it Í3 one 
which must commend itself to ali who 
have any interests at stake. 
It ia to be re­ 
gretted that the decision of the Supreme 
Court leaves the question of the disposi­ 
tion of the debris already in the streams in 
an impracticable 
condition. 
There no 
longer exists any method of dealing with 
this danger. 
It cannot be reached by the 
Courts, and all engineering remedies are of 
course put out of the question by the col­ 
lapse of the Drainage Act. 
This is a mat­ 
ter which calis for action, but concerning 
which nothing can apparently be done 
unle«3 it is done by private means. 
Bat 
since litigation alone can settle the main 
issue, we cannot have it adjudicated too 
speedily. 


THB APACHES. 


The Apache rising appears to have been 
put down with unprecedented swiftness. 
The hostile Indians are &aid,to have nearly 
all surrendered to the troops, or come in to 
the reservation, not more than thirty-five 
of them being still upon the warpath. 
Whether this sudden collapse of what 
threatened to be a formidable outbreak is 
due to the rapid and sagacions movements 
of the military, or to the refusal of neigh­ 
boring Indian tribes to join the revolting 
Apaches, cannot yet be determined. 
It is 
certain, however, that it will have a good 
effect for some time to come, and if the 
guilty Indians about to be tried receive 
exemplary punishment, the tendency to go 
on the warpath will probably receive a 
wholesome and enduring check.

LAST SIGHT'S DISPATCHES TO THE KECORD-

DOMESTIC. 


Strange cud D M re .s In z Railroad A cci­ 
d e n t. 
D etro it, September 27th.—A etracge and 
distressing accident occurred at 1 A. M. 'o the 
express over the Canada Southern. W hile 
transferring the train across the river at Ain- 
herstburp, the transfer boat ran forcibly 
against the dock on the island, and threw the 
sieeper Sr. Clair forward on the transfer 
boat and plunged it into the w ater in the 
slip. The passenger coach was also forced 
forward, and its forward truck* fell iff and 
down. The coupling between this co_ch a d 
the following C irdid not break, but hung 
on the edge at an angle of forty-six degrees, 
one end touching Ike water. The boat’s en­ 
gines were reversed, and as it backed away 
frcm the slip the sleeper, which was in the 
water, rose and turned over, its trucks having 
gone to the bottom. The greatest confusion 
and excitement prevailed. The passengers 
in the sleeper clnDg to the side and tried to 
break throusk the windows, crying piteously 
for help. Tüe sixty or seventy others in the 
passenger coach behind were panic-Btricken 
and rushed pell mell for the furthest end of 
the car. Some even jumped into the water 
and were rescued by passengers standing on 
the deck of the boat. The windows were 
eventually broken open, and the dripping oc­ 
cupants pulled out. I t was found that three 
passengers of the fourteen were missing. The 
darkness aud confusion, and th9 fact that the 
passengers were strangers, makes it possible 
that all were notBaved, and there is a painful 
uncertainty. Une man named Bloom cccu- 
pied section 11, and cannot be found. There 
might have been a serious loss of life, but not 
a single berth was made up. 
The passengers 
were Louiee Levers, Poughkeepsie, N. Y ; 
Miss Reed, Chicago; Mrs. Dale, a lady 
friend of the Superintendent of the road ; 
Mrs. Douglass W atson; Philo A llen; Mrs. 
Rathburn and daughter; a gentleman and 
lady unknown ; Mr. Bloom ; John II. Keefe; 
W. D. Oliver. 
They lost all their baggage, 
and others lost a part of their baggage. 


In v estig atio n In C onnection w ith th e Au­ 
topsy—W hat th e P reserved specim ens 
Disclose. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 2 7 th .—Dr. Schro- 
dv, the New York medical expert, upon in- 
vitatioD of the consulting surgeons of the late 
President, visited the Army Medical -Mu­ 
seum to-day for the purpose of an examina­ 
tion of the anatomical ¡.pecimens preserved 
after the autopsy. These consist of the fract­ 
ured vertebi®, the broken eleventh lib, and 
all the organs affected by the wound. The 
vertebi te has been cleaned carefully and will 
be mounted and preserved, rs was that of 
Wilkes Booth. The viscera is preserved in 
alcohol. Dr. Schrody was accompanied by 
Professor Wei.-se, of the University’ of New 
Yolk, whose pistol practice cn cadavers in 
July last, for the purpose of discovering the 
probable course of the ball, attracted so much 
attention. They were invited to inspect the 
drawings which are being made to accom­ 
pany the detailed statement of the autopsy, 
which will be published in the Medical Record 
of New York, October 1st, signed by all the 
surgeons. 
This report is the work of l)r. 
Woodward, LT. S. A. 
Careful comparisons 
ii the preparation of (he statement of the 
Record and its drawings with the viscera an.1 
ijjured bones were made, in order that 
there shall be an opportunity for intelli­ 
gent 
discussion 
and 
to 
pievent 
cap­ 
tious 
criticism. 
The viscera was found 
to be perfectly preserved, and was in 
as good condition for dissection as when first 
taken from the body. The lungs, liver, kid­ 
neys, pancreas, gall bladder and colon are 
there, and shew effects of injuries from the 
passage of the ball, the suppuration surfaces, 
abscesses, pus gathering and ruptured mesen­ 
teric aitery. Tea most interesting specimen 
was the encysted bed of tka I all, into which 
the ball was fitted to-day. 
The conclusions 
of Dr. Schrody and Professor Weisse are 
that great skill and care had been displayed 
in the 
preservation of the parts, 
and 
that the statements of tho bulletins pub­ 
lishing the first accounts of the autopsy v.’tre 
absolutely correct, and that nothing has been 
concealed. Dr. Schrody and Prof. Weisse 
were among those outside surgeons who be­ 
lieved the President would recover, their 
opinion of course being founded upon the 
diagnosis of the case as it existed before the 
revelations of the autopsy. 
They now think 
there never was a chance for recovery, and 
that the fact that the patient survived for SO 
days is astonishing in a medical point of view. 
The statement to he published is not an official 
history of the c»6e, but relates only to the 
autopsy. The former will not be ready be­ 
fore December. 
G nileaa, th e A ssassin. 


W a s h in g t o n , September 27th.—Scoville 
of Chicago has not answered Guiteau as to 
whether he will act os c unsel in his trial. 
Scoville was not in Chicago, but the message 
has been forwarded. 
The Grand Jury next week will doubtless 
fiDd a true bill of indictment for murder, but 
an immediate trial Í3 improbable. Corkbill 
has treated Guiteau as a condemned man, by 
stopping his letters and giving their contents 
to the press, and by a refusal to let him see 
the newspapers, etc., but will give his coun­ 
sel greater privileges. 
However, no change 
of venue can be granted in the District of 
Columbia, and no appeal in criminal cases 
can be taken to any other Court, and the Su­ 
preme Court cannot review criminal cases. 
His counsel will ouly bo able to secure 
greater time 
to 
prepare 
for 
defense. 
Guiteau only knows by inferences, even now, 
that he- killed the President. 
It is believed 
the trial will be deferred till the first Mund&y 
of December. Guiteau desires delay, and 
says he can’t have a fair trial until there is a 
cooling down in the community, which has 
applauded and never anested the two men 
who have attempted his life in his cell. 
His transfer safely between the jail and the 
Court will be a troublesome question. The 
Court room holds only 400. and admission 
will be by card, issued by the Judge or 
United States Marshal Henry. A mob is 
not unlikely to form, but the general opinion 
is that snch a disgrace should not happen. 
A Slight Urceze In New YorR. 
N ew Y ork, September 27th.—Daly’s The­ 
ater was open last night, and a large audi­ 
ence was present to witness the performance 
of a farcical comedy called “ Quit?.” Nearly 
all other leading theaters were closed, out of 
respect for the memory cf the dead Presi­ 
dent. Just before the performance ended, a 
man, who afterwards gave his name as Ed­ 
ward C. McDonald, mounted the front steps, 
and in a Bud and angry speech denounced 
the management of the theater for keeping 
it open, saying it was an inBult to the feei- 
ingR of any American citizen. 
A large crowd 
was soon attracted, and it became so violent 
and noisy that the police ordered -McDonald 
to move away. 
He went to the corner 
of Thirtieth street and Broadway, where 
he resumed 
his speech, 
and 
presently 
offered boys who were listening So each if 
they would gather empty barrel? as fuel with 
which to destroy the theater. A few miuules 
later the boys had collected a great numlier 
of barrels, storing them in the excavation 
made for Wallack’s new theater. McDonald 
continued his harangue, and the crowd be­ 
came so demonstrative that the police were 
compelled to arrest him and disperse the peo­ 
ple. 
A t the station-house McDonald said lie 
was a detective, but the police said he was a 
Deputy Sheriff. 
McDonald ehows no signs 
of insauity.

N e w Y o r k, September 27th.—A number 
of stuffed figures marked “ G uiteau” were 
hanged in different parts of the city yester­ 
day and attracted much attention.

street; one in Adrige street: one íq Baxter 
street, near Ncrth ; one in Beach Rtreet; one 
in Hamilton street, and one in Oak street. 
Io the evening an effigy was hung at Willet 
and Uouston streets.

revolver. It was swung on a rope between 
two houses. It will be put on trial to day 
and burned. In tbe evening at 8:30 the effigy 
on Oak street was lowered to the sidewalk 
and saluted with groans.

It burned fiercely, and 
was hailed with jeers aud cat-ealle. It burned 
its rope and dropped to the street, where it 
was trampled on and tern to pieces. A t 10 
o’clock a tire was built in Hamilton street, 
and the stuffed figure was lowered into it. It 
was danced about in the flimes until the 
straw burned itself out, and it collapsed,

THE 
DRAINAGE 
ACT. 


The Supreme Court Decides th at It Is 
Unconstitutional. 
Tea Supreme Court on Monday filed_ its 
opinion in (he case of the People against 
Parks, involving the constitutionality of the 
Drainage A ct,familiarly known ss the debris 
law, reversing the judgment of the Superior 
Court of Sacramento county, from which the 
case was appealed. The opinion considers 
the constitutionality of the Act of April 23, 
1S80, entitled ‘A n Act to promote drainage,” 
and declares it to be unconstitutional on ac­ 
count of its contravention cf Section 24 of 
Article IV . cf tbe Constitution, which re­ 
quires that every Act shall embrace but one 
subject, which shall be expressed in its title. 
The leading opinion is by Justice McKee, 
concurred in by Chief Justice Morrison. 
It 
says: 
The question presented for consideration in 
this case involves the constitutionality i f au 
Act of the Legislature, passed April 23,18S0. 
I t is contended that the Act is uucunsiitu- 
tional and void, aud i? no law. because it con­ 
travenes Sectil n 24 of Article IV . of the 
Constitution, which requires that every Act 
shall embrace but one subject, which shall be 
expressed in ¡la tille. 
Iu tho consideration 
of such a question, it is a cardinal rule that 
nothing but a clear violation of the Constitu- 
ti a will justify a Court in overruling the 
legislative will. Every statute is presumed 
to be constitutional, aud every intendment i* 
in favor of its validity. 
When a statute is 
challenged as in conflict with the fundamental 
law, a clear and substantial conflict must 1 e 
found to exist to justify its condemnation, 
but when found, Couits must not hesitate to 
condemn. 
THE SOVEREIGN CAPACITY OF THE PEOPLE. 
TLe Constitution is the voice of the people 
in their sovereign capacity, and it must be 
heeded. 
When it epeaks in plain language 
with reference to a particular matter, it mu?t 
have effect as the paramount law of the land. 
According to the constitutional requirement 
for the enactment c f statutory law, the title 
of every bill inirodu :fd into the Legislature 
must dem te lhr su je ito f legislation, atd 
when the legi-lativo bill on that subject ha* 
assumed the form of l;w, it < provisions must 
correspond with tbe subject of which the 
title is the name, standing for and represent­ 
ing it. 
The title of the Act under considera­ 
tion fairly indicates but the one snbj ict. As 
expressed ia the title, the whole object of legis­ 
lation is “ to promote drainage.” Auy one, 
attar reading the title, would naturally expect 
to find ia the body of the Act provisions for 
carrying that into effect as the whole ob­ 
ject of the law, because such provisions, 
in view of the c-institutional provl-ions re­ 
ferred to, would be necessary to give unity 
and wholeness to the law. 
Looking beyond 
the title to the provisions embodied in the 
Act under consideration, it will be found that 
they embrace more than one subject, and the 
question is, whether r.11 of them fall within, 
or any of them falls without, the subject ex­ 
pressed in the title. 
By Section 1 a Board of 
Drainage Commissioners i? appointed, to di­ 
vide the State into several drainage districts 
aud to establish the boundaries thereof, and 
to organize each district for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the following objects, 
viz : “ The control of debris from mining and 
other operations, the improvement and recti­ 
fication of river channels, and the erection of 
embankments or dykes necessary fur the pro­ 
tection of lands, toWDS or cities from inun­ 
dation.” 
OFFICERS AND POWERS OF DISTRICT BOARDS. 
Of the Board thus established, the Gov­ 
ernor of the State was appointed President, 
and to him, as Governor, was given power to 
appoint, within ten days after the organiza­ 
tion of any drainage district-, three persons 
resident of th9 district to act as a Board of 
Directors for the district, each of whom was 
to receive a salary of 3100 per month, and to 
hold office for four years, and until his suc­ 
cessor was appointed and qualified. 
To each 
of Buch Boards power was given to appoint a 
Secretary aud a district and resident engineer 
and to fix thtir salaries ; to determire upoD, 
with the aid of the State Engineer, a system 
or plan of works to be construc'e 1 in i(s 
district; to agree upon and adopt plans 
for such work.* ; to award contracts for the 
construction of the same, upon the basis 
that no Chinese shall be directly or indirectly 
employed upon them, etc. 
Each Board 
was employed to raise money, in ex reiserf 
the powers of assessment and taxation, by 
levying a tax upon all the properly of the 
district, to the extent of one-twentieth of one 
per cent, on the value of the taxable prop­ 
erty therein, nnd an assessment upon ail the 
hydraulic mines and oil mines washing earth 
or ores with water ; of oze-balf of one per 
cent, for each miner’s inch of water of each 
twenty-four hours’ run used during the year ; 
and upon all ewamp and ovei flowed lands in 
the district, to the extent of not exceeding 
S3 per acre. 
In addition to which, provision 
wrs made for the levying of a State tax in the 
year 1880, and each year thereafter, of one- 
twentieth of one per cent, on all the taxable 
property in the State. 
All these assessments 
and taxes were made collectable and payable 
as State and county taxes. 
THE SCOPE OF THE DRAINAGE ACT. 
But the moneys thns raised were to be used 
“ exclusively for the construction of dams for 
impounding 
the debris 
frem the mines 
hereinbefore specified, aud for tbe improve­ 
ment and rectification of river channels, in 
which said debris flows, within the drainage 
district to be formed under the provisions of 
this Act, at such points as shall be designated 
by tbe State Engineer, or deemed necessary 
by the Board of Directors of snch drainage 
district.” It will thus be seen that the body 
and scope of the Act include a combina! ion 
of subjects. Nor are all the subjects of the 
Act such as would naturally fall within the 
subject of its title. The storage of debris 
“ from mining and oth<-r operations ” seems 
to be the paramount object of the A ct; to 
promote drainage the subordinate. 
W hat 
the prase “ other operations” may mean is 
not clear from the Act itself. Under it may 
be corcealed 
many subjects which are 
net 
expressed 
in 
the 
title, 
and the 
existence of 
such a phrase in a statute 
renders it obnoxious to the constitutional 
provision uader consideration. 
But the 
storage of debris and the promotion of the 
drainage of a district of country are things 
es-entially different. The storage of debris 
is in its nature a private enterprise in which 
the few are only interested. The drainage of 
a Sta'e ia a public purpose, in which the 
public may be interested. To promote a 
public purpose by a tax levy upon the prop­ 
erty in the átate, is within the power of the 
Legislature; but tbe Le-islalure h a s'ro 
power to impree taxes for the benefit of indi­ 
viduals connected with a private enterprise, 


even though the private enterprise might 
benefit the local public in a remote or col­ 
lateral way. 
Legislative power of taxation 
is not illimitable. 
“ Taxation is a mode of 
raising revenue for public purposes. When 
it is prostituted to objtcts in no w»y con­ 
nected with the public interest or welfare, it 
ceases to become taxation and becomes 
plunder.” 


DECLARATIONS TO PUBLIC PURPOSES. 
A t leastthesetwohcterogeceou? subjects are 
embraced in the Act, cue of which is not ex­ 
pressed in the title, and they cannot be regre- 
gated. The title does pot express the objects 
of legislation embodied in the provisions of 
the Act. I t is therefore narrower than the 
body of the Act, aud fails to impart tbat no­ 
tice of measures enacted which the Constitu­ 
tion requires. To prohibit such legislation 
was the sole end and aim of tbe constitutional 
requirement. 
Moreover, the Legislature has 
not in any of the provirions of the Act de­ 
signated any particular river, stream or local­ 
ity within the State where drainage is neces­ 
sary. To declare a public purpose, and to 
create a district over a designated area of tbe 
State in which that purpose shall be accom­ 
plished, and to provide ways and means for 
its accomplishment, 
are 
matters 
which 
belong 
exclusively to 
the 
Legislature. 
Furthermore, the Act is unconstitutional be­ 
cause it authorizes a local Board to levy a 
tax and tv.-o assessments for a public pur­ 
pose, at the same time, upon the same prop­ 
erty, in addition to a tax levied by the State 
for the same purpose upon all the property of 
the State, which, of course, includes the 
property within the district. Duplicate or 
triplicate taxation levied at the same time 
and for the same purpose and upon the same 
property within a territory of the State which 
has not been established by the Legislature as 
a special tax district, is void, whether levied 
according to the standard valuation or bene­ 
fits. Such taxation is destructive of that 
equality and uniformity which the Constitu­ 
tion requires for the validity of every tax. 
Judgment reversed. 


CONCURRENT OPINIONS. 
Justice Ross’ opinion, concurred in by Ju s­ 
tice Thornton, concurs with the foregoing. It 
says there is no power anywhere to compel 
the Boards of District Directors to establish 
any particular district or districts, for the 
Act has left the determination of those ques­ 
tions to their judgment and discretion. 
This 
it could not constitutionally do. The estab­ 
lishment of such districts is a legislative func­ 
tion, to he exercised by a legislative body, 
and (he Legislature is expressly prohibited by 
the Const t ition of the State from clothing 
any of its f xecutive < fficzrs with Euch power. 
Numerous other objee ions arc made to the 
Act, which need not be determined since the 
one just considered is fatal to it. 
_ Justice Myrick also filed a cop,cuning opin­ 
ion, which says : The Act is obnoxious to the 
Constitution, in that part of it discussed in 
the opinion of Mr. Ju slice Ross and the opin­ 
ion of Mr. Justice McKee. I t may be very 
much doubted if by the so-called Drainage 
Act even its probable meaning and intent is 
expressed, viz : In speaking of the formation 
of districts it says: “ Each of which shall 
include a territory drained by one natural 
system^ of drainage.” It does not say that 
such district shall include all the territory 
drained by one system, but that the territory 
included withiu the district shall be drained 
by one system—a distinction leaving open a 
wide door for the creation of an almost un­ 
limited number of districts. 
Therefore, and 
for the reasons given upon this subject bv 
Mr. Justice McKee nnd Mr. Justice Ross, I 
concur in the judgment. 
Justice McKinstry’s concurring opinion 
says : So far as the tax on the lands in the 
district is concerned, it may, under the Act, 
be required to be paid beforo the wcrk is 
completed or commenced. 
But, if this were 
not so, the defect is in the law itself, which 
cannot be held to be good, because by possi­ 
bility, nil the money raised in the State at 
large and from the three modes of taxation 
applicable within a district, may be ex> ended 
by the Board of Directors of that district. 


THE DISSENTING OPINION. 
Justice SHarpstein dissents. In hi? opinion 
he says : The c -nclu-ion at which I have ar­ 
rived is, that if all those provisions of the Act 
whirh contemplate the raising of funds bj tax­ 
ing or asse.sing any property other than that 
of the entire State, should be held to be un­ 
constitutional, the defendants could not 1 e 
ousted from office, nor enjoined from letting 
contract*, nor in this action from levying a 
tax within the district specified, ar.d if the 
Act he constitutional to the extent which I 
think it to be. it is quite clear that this Court 
cinr.ot hold that paid district 1ms not been 
legally formed. 
It not being clear to my 
mind that thore provisions of the A t which 
affect, the people of the entire State are un­ 
constitutional, I think that the judgment of 
the Court below should be affirmed.

TEE WSGKG MAN SHOT A5D KILLED 


T he C o roner’s In q u e st—S tatem ent cf 
th e M urderer.

Ghoville, 
September 27th.—A terrible 
murder was committed at the Espy place, 
on the Forbes town road, about twelve miles 
above here, last evening ab;ut 7 o’clock. J. 
B. Espy had been iu town during the clay, 
attending the obsequies of the President, and 
oa his return home was accompanied by 
James S. Andrews, a young man of 22, 
son of James L. Andrews, living near 
his place. 
Arriving at home, aud whilo 
they were unhitching the horses, a gun was 
fired, and young Andrews, exclaiming, “ Oh ! 
my God !” fell dead. By the flash of the gun 
Espy recognized E. R. Sproul, who had been 
wotking for him, as having fired the fatal 
ehot, and believing bimself to have been the 
intended victim, immediately fled to a neigh­ 
bor’s house aud gave the alarm. The neigh­ 
bor at once came to town and procured a 
warrant for the arrest of Sproul, and just as 
the Sheriff wa3 ready to start policeman 
Parks arrived at the jail with Sproul, who 
had come to towD, and finding Parks on the 
street gave himself up, sajiag Le had shot 
and killed Espy. When told who he had 
killed he staggered against the wall of the 
jail, and was entirely overcome. The Cor­ 
oner is now out holding an inquest, and no 
further particulars are yet received. 
Sproul 
has a wife and three children. 
Espy is also 
a man of family. Andrews is a single man. 
Domestic difficulty is supposed to have 
prompted the shooting, though nothing is yet 
definitely known. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.) 
O roville, September 27th.—The Coroner’s 
inquest on the body of James Andrew?, shot 
by E. R. Sproul, found that he hid been shot 
wice with a double-barreled Bhotgun—once 
under the left arm, close up, and once in tho 
right sida about the tenth rib—either wound 
being fatal, and that the shots were fired by 
E. R. Sproul, with intent to kill J. B. Espy. 
STATEMENT OF THE MURDERER. 
Your correspondent had a brief interview 
with the prisoner this evening in the jail, rccí 
he expressed an entire willingness to tell the 
entire story of hi3 wrongs and the shooting. 
A brief statement of his story is that he has 
been for some time iu the employ of Espy 
at 
his 
summer 
ranch 
at 
Franklin 
Hall, 
in 
Plumas 
county; 
that 
last 
winter 
he 
arranged 
with 
Espy 
to 
keep 
his 
family 
at 
the 
home 
place, where the shooting occurred, he to pay 
a monthly stipend far their keeping during 
the winter, while he was away at work to 
earn a living for them ; that at this time and 
place Espy succeeded pa bo lacing his wife; 
that last spring she returned to him (Sproul) 
to Franklin Hill, where they have since re­ 
sided ; that only a week ago he first discov­ 
ered his dishonor, and that he then told Espy, 
who was then there, to never again speak to 
him or his wife, cr he would kill him on 
sight; that a day or so after lie discovered by 
an i.-iiercepted letter that his wife and Espy 
had arranged for a correspondence under as­ 
sumed names; that this so maddened him that 
he at once started ou foot for Espy’s place, 
about seventy inils3 away, with tho full in­ 
tent to kill him on sight. 
He arrived at the 
place after dark, and by inquiry of a neigh­ 
bor had learned Espy’s whereabout», and 
that he was shortly expected home. 
H e’ 
poeted himself by the stable, and shortly the 
wagon drove up, and the person driving got 
out aud unhitched the team, and then stood 
waiting for some time before putting the 
horses away ; that when he started to do so, 
he (Sproul) stepped out and fired at him 
twice, and he fell, and that he then started 
for town to give himself up. 
He said he had 
no idea of trying to conceal his crime ; that 
ho desired to have met and shot Ep»y iu 
broad daylight. He is very much affected 
over 
HIS FATAL MISTAKE, 
And breaks down in conversation when al­ 
luding to it. I t appears that E-py was 
warned of his intent, and that when he and 
young Andrews got within about 200 yards 
of his place he got out and allowed Andrews 
to drive tip to the barn alone, though Espy 
claims that he told Andrews why he did so, 
and Andrews replied that he had no reason to 
fear, a3 Sproul had nothing against him. 
The shooting occurred about 8 o’clock p. m. 
Sproul does not attempt to deny or palliate 
the uSense, except to regret his terrible mis­ 
take iu the darkness. 
The prisoner’s preliminary examination is 
set for next Thursday. 
The funeral of Andrews will take place to­ 
morrow. 
There are some whisperings of a lynching, 
but it is not thought to lie serious.
